No. L*7H42/1S7/2008-CERC,—In exercise ofpoivers conferred under Section I7S of the Rfectricity Act, 
2005 and of aif other powers enabling it m this hehaif, and after previous pubficalion, ifie Central Efectn’cit^^ 
Re^ulatoiy CornmissLon fhercinaftiir referred as “^he Commission'') hereby rnakc^ the foltowiT^ rcgulitions, 
luiinoly :- 

1. Short Tftte and Commencament 

(1) These regulations may he called the Central Etectridty Re^ii/atory 
Commission (Payment of Fees) Regulations, 2008. 

(2) These regulations shall come into force from the date of their publication 
in the Officia! Gazette* 

2, Fee for Appllcatieit for Datenninatton of Tariff 

(1) An application for determination of tanff of a generating station or a unit 
thereof, shali be accompanied by a tee payable at the rate of 
Rs,2,OOOyMW/annum corresponding to the installed capacity of such generating 
station or unit for each year, for which tariff is to be determined: 

Provided lhat the generating company may pay the fee at the rate of 
Rs.2,000/MW/annum, corresponding to the installed capacity of the generating 
staHoji or 8 unit thereof, while making the application tor determination of tariff 
tor the first year and the batonce fee may be pa/d /n yearty iTOtaWmems at the 
rate of Rs*2000/MW/annum, by 30^ Aprii of each year. 

(2) An application tor determination of tariff for inter-^tate transmission 
system or an element thereof shall be accompanied by a fee payable at the 
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rate of 0.05% of the total annual transmission charges per annum claimed in 
the application: 

Provided that the transmisston licensae may while making the 
application for determination of tariff pay tee at the rate of 0.05% of the annual 
tiansmisston chargee claimed tor me first year and the balance fiee may be paid 
in yearly instalirrtents at the rate of 0.05% of the transmiseion charges clewed, 
by 30^ April of each year; 

Provided further that the fee paid as aforesaid shall be finalty adjusted 
with actual tariff determined by the Commission for each year. 

Fee for Applicallon for Purposes Other Than Determination of Tariff 

(1) An application tor adoptior^ of tariff detenr^nad through the transparerrt 
process of bidding under Section 63 of the Electricity Act, 2003 In accordance 
with the guidelines issued by the Central Government shall be accompanied by 
fee of Rs.5 lakh. 

(2) An application for grant of licence for inter-State transmissfon of, or inter¬ 
state trading In, electricity shall be accompanied by such fee as may be 
pr^escribed by the Central Government from time to tinr». 

(3) An appEicalion which is rtot an application fbr determination or adbpffen 

of tariff or application for grant of licence for inter-State transmission of, or 

Inter-State trading in eleotrictty, or an appUcadon for inspection or obfelnlrig 

certified copies of judicial records, but, including an application fer approval of 

prcvisior^l tariff, shall be accompanied by a fee of Rs. forty diousand 

(Rs.46,000/-) and on adm^ion of such appNcation by the Commission, a 

further fee of Rs. one lakh and sixty thousand (Rs.1,60,00(V-) shall be paid 

within two weeks of communication of order of admission of the applicatloh.

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(4) An application for any purpose other than those specified in clauses (1) 
to (3) (both inclusive) shall be accompanied by tee specified hereunder, 
namely; 

(a) IrKtertocutory application Rs.40,000i/-

(6) No fee shall be payable for ar^ application made by the National Load 
Despatch Centre or the Regional Load Despatch Centre. 


4. UcenceFae 

(1) The transmission licensee for inter-State transmission, including a 
person deemed to be a transmission licensee referred to in the first second, 
third, fourth and fifth provisos to Section 14 of the Electricity Act, 2003 for such 
purpose, shall pay licence fee at the rate of 0.05% per annum of the annual 
transmission charges applicable for that year 

Provided that the licence fee for the year 2008-09 shall be paid wili^n 30 
days of commencement of these regulations. 

(2) The transmission licensee granted a licence for the inter-State 
transmission of electricity shall pay licence fee at the rate of Rs^two lakh 
(Rs.2,00,000/-) per annum from the date of grant of licence and up to the date 
preceding the date of commemial operation of the inter-State transmission 
extern or an element thereof.

5, Fee Payable for Part of Year 

For a part of the year, tee shall be payable pro rata to the number of days 
during the year and shall be rounded off to the nearest KMidred rupees. 


6. Lata Payment Surcharge 

Without prejudice to any ether action that may be considered appropriate tor 
noTKsompItenoe of these regulations, late payment surcharge at the rate of one per 
centum (1%) shaJI be paid on the outstanding amount ter each month or part thereof 
for the period tee remains unpaid shall be paid. 
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7. Mode of Payment 

AU fees, Including late payment surcharge shall t>e payable through a demand 
draft/pay order in favour of Assistant Secretary, Central Electricity Regulatory 
Commission, at New Delhi. 

8. Accounting of fee 

Application filing fee received shall be entered into a register to be maintained 
by the Commission for the purpose in the formal given in the Form-I appended to 
these reguialions and the licence fee received shall be entered into a register to be 
maintained for the purpose in the format given in the Form-ll separately for 
transmission licensee and the licensee for inter-State trading in electricity. 

9. Power to Relax 

The Commission may in appropriate cases and for reasons to be recorded in 
writing relax any of the provisions of these regulations, 

1D. Repeal and Saving 

(1) Save as otherwise provided in these regulations, the Central Electricity 
Regulatory Commission (Payment of Fee) Regulations, 2004 shall starid 
repealed from the date of conimencementof these regulations. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or purported to have been 
done uryfer the repealed regUatioos shall be deemed to have been done or 
purported te have been done under these regulations.
